northeast wall. The roof will also 
be repaired. 
The application for this project 
has been presented to the Texas 
civil works administration at Aus- 
tin. . 
Included in the repairs to the 


foundations will be 276 cubic yards 
of concrete and 3 1-2 tons of rein- 
forcing steel.

BREWING CAPITAL 


By NATHAN ROBERTSON 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.— 


A surge of political party changes 
that may widely alter the national 
capital's accustomed 
line-up to- 


day gathered momentum in vari- 
ous quarters. 


President Roosevelt, at the In- 
sistence of James A. Farley, Is 
seeking a new chairman for the 
democratic 
national 
committee. 


No immediate shift appeared Im- 
minent, but Farley has Indicated 
he would retire as party chairman 
when a successor Is found In or- 
der to devote more time to his 
postmaster generalship. 


On capltol hill, the president's 


denunciation of lobbying by na- 
tional 
committeemen 
developed 


into a wave of political reform 
spirit that promised quick con- 
sideration of corrective legisla- 
tion. 


The senate had 
before tt a 
measure to prevent members of 
either national party .committee 
from practicing 
before govern- 


ment departments. Other bills to 
carry the reform still further were 
under consideration. 


Senator Steiwer (R-Ore.) said 


he would seek early action on a 
bill he has introduced to prevent 
party conventions 
from 
being 


loaded with political appointees. 
Another senator was drafting a 
bill to prevent members of con- 
gress from lobbying before gov- 
ernment departments. 


Legislation may arise also from 
a reiteration by Senator Norris 
(R-Neb) that he was opposed to 
"the 
chairman 
of the national 


committee of any political party 
being in the senate, the house or 
the cabinet."

DON'T NEED 


The weakness to glorify 


everything associated with 
war is not peculiar to chil- 
dren. Countless adults have 
the same blind spot on their 
mental retinas. A common 
complaint 
against school 


histories is that they glorify 
war and warriors and be- 
little before the adolescent 
mind the importance of in- 
cidence, institutions and in- 
dividuals of even greater 
historical importance. His- 
tory too often treats war 
subjectively when it should 
be treated objectively. 


Meu all over the world, 


some of whom saw the hor- 
rors 
and futility of the 


World war, are numbling 
with childlike ignorance that 
we need another war to set- 
tle world problems. "The 
next war" is rt'°cusaed as 
a cer'aint; in oifices, gro- 
cery stores, club lounges and 
smoking cars or wherever 
men idle the time away 
with 
loose - thinking and 


muddle - headed conversa- 
ition. Do they not know that 
•the home-spun ,citlzen who 
flounders about among big 
subjects is as 
much 
an 


enemy to peace as imperial- 
istic governments? 


Any one with the capac- 
ity for 
orderly thinking 


knows that instead of set- 
tling the problems of the 
world another war would 
very nearly blast the civil- 
ized world out of existence. 
The last war very nearly 
did that. 


The mind which looks to 
another war as the only way 
put of our present econom- 
ic troubles is a mind num- 
bed by years of unemploy- 
ment, unprofitable business, 
losing politics and general 
despair. As long as the 
world is in this state of 
mind there will be a real 
threat of war. 


THE GEORGIA PLAN. 
On the theory that in real 


punishment lies the only 
effective remedy for reck- 
less driving, whether by 
drunk or sober

Georgia is setting an ex- 
ample in dealing with this 
class of offenders that well 
might be followed by other 
states. 
It has been demonstrated 
that fines alone will not 
prevent recklessness in the

of -automobiles. 


Even an occasional jail sen- 
tence has been tried, but 
with results hardly any bet 
ter. Sitting in jail a few days 
is no punishment for many 
persons. 


These methods of seek- 


ing to curb reckless driving 
having proved ineffective, 
more promising means were 
sought. These were found 
in rock-pile and chain-gang 
sentences. Such sentences 
are being meted out to the 
worst offenders. No lenien- 
cy will be .shown second of- 
fenders of the drunken driv- 
ing law nor to, reckless driv- 
ing whether drunk or sober, 
the judges of the state's 
criminal courts 
have an 


nounced. 
The punishment doesn't 


end with completion of n 
sentence to a chain gang. 
The offender, in addition, 
loses his driver's license for 
a year. 


A chain gang sentence in 


Georgia really means some- 
thing. It means back-break- 
ing work in making little 
rocks out of big ones and in 
applying pick and shovel on 
highway work.

The constant bombard- 


ment with statistics to which 
the people of the United 
States are subjected makes 
them feel at times like clos- 
ing their eyes and plug- 
ging1 their ears to more fig- 
ures, but they cannot well 
ignore such data as come out 
of this year's meeting of the 
National Safety Council. 


When they read that in 
all probability 100,000 per- 
sons will meet accidental 
death in 1934, the possibil- 
ity that many of them will 
be among the victims should 
arouse interest in the fore- 
cast. A hundred thousand 
lives means something. 


Automobiles will cause a 
large percentage of the fa- 
talities of 1934 but the au- 
to death list will not exceed 
that of accidents in the 
home. The latter account 
for about 25,000 deaths each 
year, the causes being suf- 
focation, burns, falls and 
poisons. Home accidents are 
greater than industrial and 
occupational accidents com- 
bined. Railroads kill and in- 
jure 8500 trespasser! in a 
year. 


Analysis of the statistics 


demonstrates that we are a 
grossly careless people, in 
dividual indifference to per- 
sonal safety and safety to 
others more than offsetting 
the reduction made in acci- 
dental deaths by organized 
effort to lower the hazards 
incurred in industry and 
trade. On the face of the 
figures 
the 
nation must 


turn its safety-first and ac- 
cident-prevention guns upon 
the home and continue to 
keep them trained 
upon 


pedestrians and motorists.

The motor industry re- 


mains our most important 
industry. It is the largest 
purchaser of gasoline, rub- 
ber, alloy steel and malle- 
able iron, mohair, upholstery 
leather; lubricating oil, plate 
glass, nickel and lead.

used 2,621,000 railroad cars 
to carry its freight last year, 
and furnished a market for 
185,000,000 pounds of cot- 
ton fabric which went into 
tire manufacture.

All the signs indicate that 


our badly depressed foreign 
trade is slowly reviving. 
There have been encourag- 
ing gains and the prospects 
for this year are bright. Nu- 
merous reasons for this im- 
provement have 'been ascrib- 
ed. 


The depreciation of the 
dollar undoubtedly has been 
a factor, but since imports 
have risen in value as well 
as exports—although in the- 
ory they should have de-

been the sole factor. 


In view of improving con- 


ditions generally through- 
out the world there 
are 


grounds for assuming that 
the increase in the foreign 
trade of the United States 
is partly due to world re- 
covery.

of the prison system management 
for keeping Hamilton and other 
dangerous convicts on the prison 
farms. 
"eW have to keep them some- 
where," Simmons said. "That de- 
livery could as well have occurred 
at the walls at Huntsvllle ss at 
the prison farm- The dangerous 
convicts should be made to work 
the sams as a check forger and 
bootlegger. 
"We have a lot of criminals 
that we regard as more danger- 
ous than Raymond Hamilton was.

this, plausible opportunity to-retire 
with' his prestige unimpaired. 
Other authorities

out 
that General Hayashi. while not 
likely to indulge in speeches which 
hi* predecessor periodically excit- 
ed world chancellories, nevertheless 
is a grim soldier and a man of ac- 
tion. 
When the Mauchurian conflict 
broke out Sept. g, 1931, General 
Hayashi was commanding a garri- 
son in Korea.
